Wer Crry, Kas., July 21.—A crowd of 
strikers gathered in the afternoon with the 
avowed intention of going to strip pit No. 17 
to hang the engineer. The crowd 
marched to the shaft without or- 
ganization, and was about to charge 
the men at work there when each worker se- 
cured a rifle with which he had been provided 
and they formed in line awaiting the attack. 
The strikers were loud in their talk, and 
finally made as if to charge. The workers im- 
mediately leveled their guns at the attacking 
party, who thereupon fied precipitately back 
to town. : 

Sheriff Arnold this afternoon went to shaft 
No. 47, owned by the Keith & Perry com- 
pany, and ordered the guards to lay down their 
arms. John Perry of Kansas City happened 
to be at the mine at the time, and told the 
men to pay no attention to the Sheriff. The 
men concluded that their only safety lay in 
being armed and refused to obey the Sheriff. 

It is learned on good authority that the 
Kansas and Texas company has engaged 500 
negroes at Carthage, Mo., to go to work in 
their mines. They will be started by rail 
from Carthage next Saturday. At Spring- 
field they will be met by fifty armed guards, 
who will accompany them to the mine. A 
move of this kind would certainly provoke a 
riot and possibly bloodshed.

Mass- Meetings of Strikers. 

This morning a large meeting was held in 
Baker’s Hall. Noah Allen, ex-Attorney- 
General (Populist), was present and ad- 
dressed the strikers at some length, depre- 
cating violence. Another large meeting of 
the strikers was held in the old school build- 


ing, but the result is not known. None of the 


strip pits were working today, but some of 
Clemmons’ men went back to their pit and 
got the property they left there. 
This afternoon a crowd gathered and started 
to shafts Nos. 47 and 18 with the intention of 
driving out the men guarding those proper- 
ties. After hanging around the mines for 
some time the crowd gradually dispersed. The 
mob of strikers consisted chiefly of French 
and Belgians, womén as well as men. The 
men at the shafts were well armed and de- 
termined, and a conflict there would have 
been a bloody one. Sheriff Arnold was on 
the scene today, and assisted in dispersing the 
mob. The women are being constantly stirred 
up by the men to take the leading part in vio- 
lence on the supposition that they will not be 
fired on. The Sheriff has agreed to place a 
large force of deputies to guard the Kansas 
and Texas shafts tomorrow. 

The feeling among the strikers is bitter, but 


a desperate fight in Wise County, Va., be- 
tween State troops and @ band of outlaws.

These things are happening all over the. 
United States just now in the sections where 
Uncle Sam has run up his colors and given a 
place a military name. They are caused by a 
law for the repeal of which the members of 
the Fort Sheridan garrison are engaged sign- 
ing a petition. Thirteen thousand signatures 
have been put on the paper already, and the 
number will soon be increased by the addi- 
tion of the names of every man, officer, “ non- 
com,” and private, in the army. 

Inducements Offered for Enlistment. 

Some years ago every nerve of the War De- 
partment was strained to increase the efficiency 
of the army and to improve the personnel of the 
ranks. Inducements were offered good men 
to reénlist, and to untried men to make the 
first venture. The condition of things was 
improved, and then came an order to account 
for which rank and file have been trymg un- 
successfully for months.

According to the story told by Mr. Coney, 
the trouble originated because Culp wanted 
Coney’s signature to twenty-five shares in the 
Lapland Exhibit company.

President Walters for Peace. 


Prrrenund, Kas., July 21.—The miners and 
strip pit men held a meeting in this city this 
afternoon which was addressed by President 
Walters of the Miners’ Association. Large 
numbers of shaft 4 were present, but 
they were requested to lea ve, and only the 
shaft men who are members of the executive 
board of the mine workers were allowed to 
remain. The session lasted the entire after- 
noon, and it was decided to call a delegate 
convention of the strip pit men to meet in 
Pittsburg Monday to decide whether or not 
they will come out with the shaft strikers. 

President Walters this evening said five 
men, representing themselves to be cowboys, 
were placed on guard duty in Cherokee 
County today, but the Sheriff of that county 
disarmed them. He further said his voice 
would always be for peace, andif riot oc- 
curred it would be against his wishes. The 
warrant sworn out for Walters on the charge 
of trespass has not n served. 

It is said Gen. Perry Daniels of the Kansas 
State militia has been ordered to make his 
headquarters at Pittsburg, but he has not 
made his appearance here yet. The Kansas 
and Texas Coal company shipped arms to 
Weir City and Litchfiela last night to arm 
their guards at those places. It is the opin- 
ion here that if the Arkansas and Missouri 
miners do not come to the Kansas strikers’ 
relief the strike will be quickly broken, but 
the strikers say these States will certainly help 
them. 

At Litchfield the situation remains the same. 
The men pay no attention to the stockade at 
the Kansas and Texas shaft, but are hostile to 
the Morgan-Lee shaft, where fifteen men and 
seven teams are at work. Lee is an old sol- 
dier, and does not propose to be driven from 
his post. : 

Will Apply for Injunction.

LITTLE WILL MAKE A DESPERATE ¥IGHT 


The Banker Murderer Engages a Great 
Array ot Legal Talent. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., July 21.-—-[{Specia).}— 
The Coroner’s jury in the case of the killing 
of Lawyer Johnson by Banker Little of Kan- 
sas City, Kas., this evening recommended that 
the banker be held for murder in the first 
degree. The prominence of the men in busi- 
ness and social affairs together with the 
fact that the murder was committed in 
a public street and in a cold-blooded 
manner has so fanned the flame of indigna- 
tion that pone condone the act. Expressions 
of sympathy for the wives and the children 
of the murderer and his victim are often 
heard, but for Banker Little there is little if 
any sympathy. No man in Kansas City de- 
plores the tragedy more deeply now than dves 
Little, yet he will make a desperate effort 
to save himself from the penitentiary, and 
will, if need be, spend his entire fortune 
to secure an acquittal. He has employed 
three of the leading law firms in Kansas City 
to defend him. They are Hutchings, Kepling- 
er & Miller, Morse, Ding & Morse, and Me- 
Grew, Watson & Watson. The prosecution, 
however, will be well equipped with legal 
talent, County Attorney Cobb and his assist- 
ant being assisted by Charles Black, the 
partner of the murdered man, and by the firm 
of Chrisler, Carskadon & Stearns.

Certain Classes Are Exempted. 

The law exempts from its own action cer- 
tain specified classes of non-commissioned 
officers, musicians, and special duty men, and 
this is why it is that at army posts today men 
who can’t drive a nail straight are borne on 
the rolls as carpenters and men who are eter- 
nally mixing up stable and surgeon’s calls are 
listed as musicians. They hold these places 
only long enough to evade the provisions of 
the law and then back they go to their proper 
places. 

If army officers had not taken up the cause 
of the men 1.500 men of long and faithful 
service would have been lost to the army. 
within the last few months. 

The Fort Sheridan enlisted men say that 
the action of the officers in standing by the 
men in their extremity has tended to greatly 
improve the service.

The District Attorney says that 
the county deposit in the bank was in nat- 
ure of a trust fund, and he would institute 
proceedings at once to recover under the law 
covering such cases. He had no fear that the 
county would not get every dollar it has in the 
bank. The bondsmen, he thought, would be 
amply able to secure the county. Inany case, 
the county would be paid in full before any 
other depositors received a cent. 


County Well Protected. 


The county is secured by a bond of $600,- 
00 to insure it inst loss, and upon these 
sureties the loss, if any, will fall.

THE INDIANS ON PUGET SOUND. 


At the End of the Hop-Picking Season They 
Gather in Cities in Large Numbers. 

The Californian: At the clese of the hop- 
picking season the Chinook Indians engaged 
in the fields gather in the principal towns to 
lay in their stock of clothes and provisions. 
Their long, high-prowed canoes may be seen 
darting about the wharves filled with the re- 
sult of their expenditures, Quantities of red, 
blue, and yellow blankets, forming the most 
gorgeous array of color, are spread about, 
and, with their gay costumes, the effect is 
weirdly picturesque. 

Formerly, before the Indians were so large- 
ly superseded by white pickers, the fleets, 
which were always presided over by a scion 
of the royal line, and numbered from twenty 
to thirty canoes and from fifty to 100 pick- 
ers, were a sight to beheld. Then 
what a § confusion and chatter of 
voices énsued when at last the canves, 
loaded to the water's edge with siwashes, 
klootechmans, dogs, papooses, utensils, and 

rovisions, paddied away! Many of the In- 

ians came from far away Alaska, consuming 
months in transit. In fact, it took them the 
greater — of the year to come down for the 
annual hop-picking, which lasted a trifle over 


three weeks. 

Angeline, the daughter of Chief Seattle, is 
a familiar character about the streets of 
Seattle, She is said to be 90 years old, and 
certainly looks evefy day of it. She is short 
dumpy, blear-eyed; her face isa network of 
deéply-furrow lines, and altogether she 
looks like a revivified mummy. But she 
carries her head high on her shoulders 
walks with a firm step, and helps herself 
without let or hindrance to anyt in 
the way of fruit or confectionery that bap- 
pens to lie in her path.

MAJ, WHAM AGAIN IT TROUBLE.

HOW TO STOP A PANIC AND RESTORE 
GOOD TIMES. 


When Congress assembles it will be con- 
fronted with the question how to relieve the 
present financial stringency and avert a gen- 
eral panic. This involves an answer to the 
problem how to maintain 800 millions of 
United States Treasury notes, greenbacks, 
and silver certificates at par with gold money. 
And the problem is a serious one, as there 
is now less than 100 millions of gold on hand 
and no lawful authority to sell gold bonds 
for gold—only a doubtful authority to sell 4 
per cent coin bonds, which may be re- 
deemed in silver at the option of some future 
administration. Meanwhile Treasury notes 
are being poured out at the rate of about 50 
million dollars per annum, so that two years 
hence there will be 900 millions of notes out 
if the present policy be continued, and in 
four years from now paper promises to pay 
nearly a billion dollars, with no provision to 
get gold to redeem them. If at any time the 
holders of the 800 millions or more of United 
States paper, getting scared, should check out 
the 100 millions of gold in the Treasury the 
government would then be forced to refuse 
further gold. redemption of its notes and to 
substitute silver redemption out of the near- 
ly 500 millions of silver dollars and silver 
bullion now in the Treasury ,vaults. Then 
down would go our currency to the 50-cent 
silver dollar level. 

To provide against the danger of this dis- 
graceful repudiation of half the indebtedness 
of the government Congress should authorize 
the President and Secretary of the Treasury to 
sell, for gold, bonds payable, principal and in- 
terest, in gold, to any amount up to the ex- 
tent of its outstanding notes at the lowest ob- 
tainable rates of interest. As many of these 
should be sold from time to time as would 
keep in the Treasury gold to the amount of 
not less than 20 nor more than 30 per cent of 
the notes outstanding. For the present this 
would require from 60 to 120 millions in ad- 


| 
| dition to the gold now in the Treasury. There 


need be no fear of our ability to borrow, if 
the bonds were made payable in gold. Of 
course the rate of interest would vary with 
the time the ponds had to run. Probably a 
50-year bond at 3. per cent would sell at a 
premium and bring in gold from all over the 
world. Then the government would be in a 
position to stand aay run that cOuld be made 
upon it for gold to redeem its notes. No 
panic could force it to close its Treasury 
doors. The gold would come here, if need be, 
faster than any stress of trade and commerce 
could ship it abroad. 

To make the future redemption easier for 
the government the purchase of bullion and 
the issue of Treasury notes against it should 
cease at once. But with authority to sell gold 
bonds the government could go on, perhaps 
indefinitely, to increase the volume of the 
notes by 40 or 60 millions a year, as the 
growth of the population business would 
absorb them, but this may not be deemed ad- 
visable. 

And what about the vast accumulation of 
silver in the Treasury, now increasing at the 
rate of 54 million ounces per annum? It 
cannot be used for redemption of the notes 
on the basis of 871 grain dollars, which are 
only worth 54 per cent, without smashing 
down all the silver money in the United 
States (except the gold) to its bullion value 
and shrinking by one-helf all the déposits in 
the banks and other money credits in the 
United States, defrauding labor by paying the 
millions of wageworkers in dollars worth 
about 54 cents each, and inflicting untold 
misery and loss on all the people of this 
country. But Congress car authorize the 
Treasurer to pay out this silver to the office- 
holders and on all its current accounts at its 
daily commercial. value, the same to be ascer- 
tained by reference to the market quotations. 
The government buys the silver bullion at its 
commercial value. Why not pay it out on the 
same terms? Then silver would circulate as 
money for all it is worth. 

As to the free silver coinage, which some 
people in the Rocky Mountain silver States 
want to help them out of a dilemma, it can- 
not be granted on the terms they ask. But 
Congress can safely make their bullion a free 
legal tender in mint bars bearing the govern- 
ment certification of weight and fineness. 
These bars can be made a legal tender for 
their market value on the day of the tender, 
and thus all the silver in the United States 
could be utilized as money at its gold value. 
And it is impossible to raise the purchasing 


silver dollars are redeemed in gold, as is now 
being done in effect if not in theory. This 
provision made, silver would travel on its 
own feet at actual parity with gold, accord- 
ing to the true commercial ratio as deter- 
mined from time to time in the open markets 
of the world. 

The adoption of the plan here outlined 
would remove all existing doubts as to the 
stability of the currency. Confidence in the 
money of the country would be restored. 
The ability of the government to keep its 800 
or 1,000 millions of notes at par with gold 
would not be open to question. Hard times 
would pass away like a thunder- 
storm and the genial sunshine of prosperity 
would again bless the land. Compared with 
the immense benefits the cost of the change 
in policy is not worthy of mention.

It is announced that the next world’s fair 
will be held at the little seaport of Antwerp,

The Antwerp Exposition will he a much 


smaller affair than ours, as the grounds set 


apart are about 200 acres,,of which the build- 
ings will cover 75. ‘The influence of the Chi- 
cago Fair is apparent in the arrangement of 
the buildings, as each department will have 
its own building and in the center of them 
will be an 18-acre garden corresponding to 
the wooded island, The particulardifference, 
however, consists in the laying put of the 
buildings in a semicircle, connected by 
covered galleries—an arrangemént which 
vill not allow of the beautiful land and water 


effects at Jackson Park. In another respect 


the Antwerp fair cannot be as beautiful in its 
general effect, as instead of a great body of 
water, like Lake Michigan, for a background 
it has the River Scheldt. The exhibits have 
been divided into sixty-si®groups classified 
as follows: Fine arts, educational, liberal 
arts, industrial arts, mineralogical industries, 
large machinery construction, small machin- 
ery construction, electricity, textile industries, 
clothing industry, building industry, locomo- 
tion, chemical products, food products, civil 
engineering, marine, commerce, coloaies, 
military art, agriculture, forestry, fishing and 
pisciculture, and horticulture. The fine art 
display will be made under the auspices of 
the Antwerp Royal Society of Fine Arts, 
which will make a special exhibit of pictures 
and statuary. It also is proposed to have 
congresses and international éxhibitions 
similar to those here, as well as A musical 
festival. The latter, it goes without saying, 
will be free from the disgraceful wrangles 
which have characterized ours, as Europeans 
do not understand why an artist should not 
be allowed to play uon any instrument he 
may select, and have no objection to the per- 
formance of the best and highest music, with- 
out any regard to its nationality. 

The directors of the Antwerp fair are hold - 
ing out the most liberal inducements to all 
nations to participate, but they will find some 
obstacles in their way if they seek to make it 
anything more than a mere local fair. Bel- 
gium is a little country—only one-eighth as 
big as France. Antwerp has about the same 
commercial importance as Milwaukee, It is 
about sixty miles away from deep water and 
has not the advantages of Brussels. But even 
at Brussels it would be difficult to make a suc 
cessful world’s fair. There is ho special 
event in Belgium’s history to celebrate, and 
whether at Antwerp or Brussels there would 
be no sentiment behind it. The King is 
deeply in debt, many of his resourdes having 
been sunk in Congo investments. The King 
himself is very old. 5 N 

There is not the slightest possibility that the 
Antwerp Fair can compare with the great 
Columbian World's Fair, which is far 
greater than any Exposition Eutope ever 
has had or is likely to have. It is ꝓossi- 
ble that if London were to hold a fair at Hyde 
Park and that if the English people would 
raise some thirty or forty million dollars 
and provide L roads for city transportation 
to get to that park it might get up'a very re- 
-spectable opposition to the Fair in this city. 
It is possible also that there may be a spirited 
competition when Paris celebrates the open- 
ing of the new century in 1900, though it will 
have to go to the Bois de Boulogne instead of 
the Champ de Mars and provide the means of 
transportation to get there, which will cost an 
enormous sum if it proposes to ‘compete. 
Wherever world’s fairs may be held or at 
whatever time, those holding them will have 
their hands full to beat Chicago in magnitude 
and brilliancy or charm of location on the 
beautiful unsalted sea. The present gen- 
eration at least will be under ground be- 
fore the world will see another fair which in 
extent, beauty, richness of exhibits, or ele- 
gance of artistic effect can compare with the 
Exposition at Jackson Park. 


SOUTHERN ROADS SANDBAGGING THE 
FAIR. 


At the meeting of the representatives of 
Southern railroads, held in this city Thursday 
last, an attempt was made by the connections 
of their roads north of the Ohio River to se- 
cure a rate of one fare for the round trip so 
that the travel from the South might be in- 
creased, 

Instead of doing this, however, the South- 
ern roads simply agreed to use the reduced 
rates north of the Ohio, made for basing 
rates. This was simply tantamount to taking 
$5 off all tickets sold at Southern points to 
Chicago, that being the reduction made by the 
Northern roads from Ohio River points to 
Chicago, and no part of the reduction being 
made by the Southern roads. The only de- 
duction in rate is what has been made by the 
roads north of the Ohio River. If the South- 
ern roads had taken no action at all it was 
still open to the Southern péople to buy tick 
ets to the Northern terminals of their roads 
on the Ohio River and then purchase the re- 
duced rate tickets from there on the Northern 
connections. Thus the Southern roads have 
nade no reduction at all, but are keeping up 
full prohibitory tariff rates to the Ohio River. 
Passengers in the South must pay the same 
rates from the place where they start to the 
Ohio River they have paid heretofore, which

DISCOURTEOUS TREATMENT OF FOREIGN 
EXHIBITERS. 


There is more and needless trouble at the 
World’s Fair growing out of the discourteous 
manner in which the foreign exhibiters have 
been treated. The Russian exhibiters have 
closed their displays, the French Commis- 
sioners were so incensed that they were on 
the point of doing the same, and the Belgian 
Commissioners have placed their exhibits hors 
concours. There is no excuse for the action 
which has brought about these unfortunate 
results, The Russian pavilion was entered 
by detectives, ostensibly from the custom- 
house, and in the absence of a certain exhib- 
iter demanded the keys of his booth, as they 
proposed to search it. The persons who en- 
tered were in plain clothes, and had nothing 
about them to indicate they were officials. 
Consequently they were reforred to the Rus- 
sian Commissioners, who had ordered that no 
goods should be opened except in their pres- 
ence. The detectives refused to apply to the 
Commissioners, demanded the keys in a rough 
and insulting manner, and threatened the ar- 
rest of those in charge if they were not given 
up. Under this pressure the latter had no 
other alternative. Having possessed them: 
selves of the keys the detectives went through 
the cases, but finding nothing irregular de- 
parted. When the facts became known all the 
exhibiters very properly closed their displays 
They should remain closed until the Commis- 
sioner receives assurance that exhibiters shall 
not again be exposed to unnevessary inso- 
lence, . 

It goes without saying that foreign ex- 
hibiters must not be allowed to sell bonded 
goods in defiance of customs regulations and 
that the customs laws of this country must 
be respected and obeyed by them. The 
Director-General cannot be too resolute in 
this matter. But this does not excuse rough 
and insulting conduct on the’part of custom- 
house inspectors or of Mr. Bonfield’s detect- 
ives. It is the simplest matter in the world 
to enforce the regulations without giving 
offense. The event in the Russian exhibits 
could have been managed with a little tact 
and diplomacy and witha display of ordinary 
courtesy so that the Commissioners would 
not have been offended, and that tact and 
courtesy are due especially to the foreign 
Commissioners representing foreign govern- 
ments, since they are not so well used to 
being bullied by underlings as Americans are 
and do not submit §o ‘patiently. This is not 
the first time that foreign exhibiters have 
been browbeaten by persons having small 
authority, and the Director-General is rig’.t 
when he declares that they shall be protected 
from like indignities in the future. He can- 
not make his instructions too strong on that 
point. It adds to the necessity of this in the 
case of Russia that the government of that 
empire has shown its good will towards the 
Fair by contributing many of the exhibits 
itself, and that the Czar, for the first time 
in the record of expositions, consented that 
the begt pictures in the royal collection should 
be sent. Under these circumstances his Com- 
missioners are entitled to courteous treat- 
ment. 

The case of Belgium differs from that of 
Russia. Like France it has succumbed to 
John Boyd Thacherism. It has not removed 
its exhibits, but simply has withdrawn them 
from competition, which is a misfortune, as 
little Belgium makes a beautiful display both 
in the Liberal Arts and Fine Arts Buildings, 
as well as in other departments of the Fair. 
The Belgian Commissioners all along have 
been opposed, like other Commissioners, as 
well as many domestic éxhibiters, to the John 
Boyd Thacher system of a single class of 
awards, but the immediate grievance of the 
Committee of Jurors is Mr. Thacher’s failure 
to make good his promise that the Belgian 
exhibits should be examined before July 20, 
which was the condition upon which Belgium 
agreed to participate in the concours. As the 
Belgian jurors could not remain here after that 
date, and consequently the exhibiters would 
not be represented, all that they could do was 
to withdraw the exhibits from competition. It 
will not be surprising if other foreign nations 
follow the example of Belgium and France. 
Should such be the case it can be charged to 
the obstinacy of Mr. John Boyd Thacher. It 
is probably too late to place the Belgian ex- 
hibits in com petition, but it is not too late to 
make a proper apology to Russia and thereby 
secure the uncovering of its handsome ex- 
hibits, 


CHEAP DOLLARS TO CHEAPEN WAGES. 

The free silver Populista of the Western 
and Southern States are mostly farmers or 
planters. They are not silver producers like 
the miners of the Rockies, but they are equally 
desirous of free coinage, though for a different 
reason. ‘These farmers and planters hire 
laborers, white men in the North and blacks in 
the South. They wantto get their labor on 
the cheapest possible terms so that they them- 
selves may make money, and they think they 
can do that most easily with the aid of cheap 
silver dollars—the cheaper the better. 

The Populist farmera of Kansas grudge the 
farm hands the wages paid to them now in 
full-value dollars, They think that if the 
country were forced down toa depreciated 
silver standard they would get about twice as 
many silver dollars for their wheat and corn 
as they do now in gold dollars, but that they 
would have to pay their hands only the usual 
number of dollars—that the harvest hand 
would take the same’ number of 50-cent dol- , 
lars for his work that he now gets in 100-cent 
dollars—the employer would thus make one- 


depreciated dollars as they used to get full- 
value ones. ö 
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out by stealth and not detected; for years, If 
the Peoria paper would clear ris brain of 
cobwebs it would be ablé to see that the pub- 
lic records show that the demonetization of 
silver-was proposed openly at different 
periods during the five years preceding 1873. 
The question was not actively discussed— 
though there were abundant opportunities 
for doing so—for the simple reason that no- 
body in or out of Congress took any interest 
in it. Nobody cared whether the silver dollar 
was dropped from mint coinage or not, be- 
cause it was demonetized by its value and 
would not circulate as money. When the 
ratio was changed to 16 to 1 by the Demo- 
crats in 1834 the silver dollar of 371% 
grains was made worth $1.03. So all 
American silver coins flowed out of the 
country or were melted down. It was found 
possible to keep the minor coing in the 
country only by reducing the quantity of 
silver in them. That was done in 1853. 
Prior to that time the only minor silver coins 
which circulated were the smooth Mexican 
and Spanish halves, quarters, shillings, and 
fips, which had worn down so much that there 
was no profit in melting them and selling 
them for bullion. 

American silver dollars having been non- 
existent—having been practically demonetized 
—for forty years, of course no one paid at- 
tention to the few political economists who 
asked that the law be made to agree with the 
facts. If each of those men who are now 
yelling about the crime” of 1873 had been 
asked in 1873 or any previous year up to 
1834 whether he had any objection to drop- 
ping the standard dollar from the coinage he 
would have said: Not any. It is suspended 
anyway and has been for forty years.“ 

At that time (1873) silver was still worth 
$1.28 an ounce. The silver dollar was still 
worth 8 cents more than the gold dollar, and 
consequently would not circulate. The halves, 
quarters, and dimes circulated only because 
they had been reduced in value by the law of 
1853 which at the same time demonetized these 
minor coins which had been previously an 
unlimited legal tender. That blow at silver 
passed unheeded by the public. So long as sil- 
ver was worth $1.29 an ounce—i, e.: $1.03 
per silver dollar—these gentlemen who talk of 
„% plots” and “ conspitacies” paid no at- 
tention to it. The moment its price began to 
fall and it shrank to 90 their hearts warmed 
to it. As the ratio rose from 16 to 1 to 20 to 
1, and finally 20 to 1, so did their love for 
silver increase. The more it depreciated the 
more they hankered after it. 

Why did they act so unlike most men, who 
kick anything they see going down? Because 
they saw how by the use of half worthless sil- 
ver dollars the debtor might be enabled under 
color of law to cheat his creditor out of half 
what he owed him. The lower silver falls the 
better suited it is for that purpose, and hence 
every drop in silver is succeeded by a more 
frenzied demand for “‘ free coinaye.”’ 

This is the whole matter in a nutshell. All 
the “ plotting’’ and “ conspiring” that have 
been done have been by men who want to 
swindle their creditors. Their outery about 
“capitalistic schemes” and purchased Con- 
gresses is in strict accordance with the 
course of the robber who cries “ stop thief”’ 
while the stolen goods are in his own pocket. 


THEY DID NOT MEAN IT. 

A convention calling itself a “ bimetallic ”’ 
one, but all the delegates to which were op- 
posed to bimetallism—for they want to force 
gold out of circulation so that only silver may 
de used—met at Topeka day before yester- 
day. Resolutions were adopted opposing the 
repeal of the Sherman law “unless it is re- 
placed by a law placing silver in the position 
it occupied previous to 1873.” 

The persons who adopted this clause are in- 
sincere or ignorant, for they want nothing of 
the kind. What was the position of silver in 
1873? Why, the silver dollar was worth then 
$1.08 in gold. Do Mrs. Lease’s con- 
federates want the government to repeal the 
Sherman law and begin coining silver dollars 
which shall be worth $1.08? No. They 
want 50-cent dollars, and they oppose the re- 
peal of the Sherman law because they believe 
that would tend to bring the country to good 
dollars in the course of time. They neither 
know nor care what the actual status of silver 
in this country was prior to 1873. They only 
know that depreciated silver dollars would go 
just as far in the payment of existing debts as 
full-value dollars and would do to pay their 
farm hands’ wages, and that is why they want 
gold forced out of circulation and half-worth- | 
less silver forced in. If they had meant what 
they declared they would have asked for a sil- 
ver doliar of more than 620 grains. There 
were no silver dollars in circulation in 1878 
and had not been for the preceding 40 years. 
Doesn’t their leader, Mrs. Lease, know that 
fact? Some one should post her so she could 
instruct her Populist flock of sheep. 


REVIVING A RIDICULOUS FALSEHOOD.

The proposition 
that is likely to be adopted is to make the 
rate between Chicago and the Missouri River 
one regular fare with $2 added for the round 
trip, and for the territory beyond the Mis- 
souri River one regular fare for the round trip. 
It is pretty generally agreed that these rates 
may apply every day in first-class coaches, 
chair cars, or man service. The one wa 
rate will undoubtedly be made half the roun 
trip rate, plus 50 cents. The Western Pas- 
senger Association has adopted the princivle 
of making the one way rate practically half 
the round trip rate because its members be- 
lieve that it is better for the railroad com- 
panies to handle the one way business in pref- 
erence to letting the scalpers doit. None of 
the other matters that were on the docket, 
which included the question of harvest excur- 
sions and of transcontinental cut rates, were 
taken up.

NEWBERRY LAW WILL HURT LINCOLN. 


Business-Men Propose to Take Action on 
Maximum Freight Rates. 

Laxcotun, Neb., July 21.—[Special.]—The 
Lincoln jobbing interests are considerably 
worked up over the new in and out rates 
proposed by the railroads for Aug. 1 when 
the Newberry maximum freight bill goes into 
effect. Inspeaking of the matterI, M. Ray- 
mond, wholesale grocer, said: “ The effect 
of the rates proposed would be to place the 
wholesale trade of Nebraska in the hands of 
the river towns, Omaha, Nebraska City, and 
Plattsmouth, by making it impossible for the 
wholesalers of such towns as Fremont, Lin- 
coln, and Hastings to compete with them. 
The river towns will enjoy the advantage of 
inter-State rates to the Missouri River, and 
also the advantage of the long haul 
rate to interior points. Lincoln would 
ot inter-State rates to the river and a short 
ul rate to Lineoln, and another short haul 
rate to interior ints. Heretofore Lincoln 
has enjoyed a differential, 1 — the cost of 
shipment from Chi to Lincoln was only 
5 cents more than to Omaha, and this differ- 
ence was equalized by a 8 differ- 
ence in shipments from the West. Under the 
proposed new rates the difference against Lin- 
coln between the Omaha and Lincoln rate 
from Chicago is 24 cents on first-class freight 
and 17 cents on fourth-class.. If the compa- 
nies insist in putting in the proposed rate it 
will simply compel us to proceed under the 
Inter-State commerce act.
